This Week in 
Washington 


by Senator Edmund $, Muskie 
MILK PRICE SUPPORTS 


The Senate took a difficult but 
necessary step last week in up- 
holding President Ford’s veto of 
2 measure to increase federal 
price support levels for milk. 

Z had supported a bill passed 
earlier by the Senate te improve 
the method of adjusting current 
milk price supports because I be- 


{4 Lieve our dairy farmers have been 
faced with a very difficult cost/ 


price squeeze, which over the 
long run could affect consumer 
supplies. 

But the House added a provis- 
ion to the Senate bill which would 
have cost us more than $200 mil- 
lion over the next two and one 
half years. We simply did not 
have room in the budget for that 
kind of expense, 

Increases in farm price sup- 
ports this year hava added $283 
million to our Agriculiure budget. 
If the Congress had voted to ov- 
erride the President's veto, we 
would have had to cut back or ¢l- 
imizate some other planned-for- 
agricultural programs, The decis- 
ion was as simple and painful as 
that, and I was gratified that the 
Senate upheld the President's 
veto 

Budget reform, if it is to work, 
Will require members of Congress 
to regularly make decisions like’ 
this one, We have adopted a: 
spending ceiling for the current’ 
fiscal year, and we will put a lid 
on spending each year. Once that 
is done, spending derisions be- 
come a matter of unhappy choices 
among programs which are worth- 
while. We simply cannot afford all , 
of them. j 

The administration did give our 
dairy farmers a large measure of 
good news in conjunction with the 
veto. The morning of the vote, 
Agriculture Secretary Earl Butz| 
called me and Republican Senator : 
Bob Dole of Kansas to promise 
that by April 1, he would institute | 
a system of quarterly adjustments

ZI stopped to look and to com- 
pare it with summer when the de- 
lightful liquid gurgle of birds and 
the slow wind heavy with the 
breath of wild roses comes and 
the sun which covers the hill with 
golden entrancing brightness.

Decayed stumps, dead 
leaves, mosses, stones, are con- 
cealed under a clean napkin, so 
white, 

Crossing the field to the woods, 
I shut out the town and came to 
the brook, It sang merrily along 
over pebbly bottom and past little 
Shrubs drooping under their bur- 
den of icicles, 

I stood for a time amidst the 
Pines in the flickering and check- 
ered light which strazgled only a 
short distance into their maze,
